The merger in 1975 brought 
about a much larger budget and in- 
tegrated technical services for more 
economic and efficient processing and 
handling of library materials. The 
Norris Library, Vanier Library, 
Drummond Science Library and 
Science & Engineering Library 
comprise the “‘Concordia Library’’. 

Careful selection policies have 
brought to Concordia large amounts of 
contemporary texts, latest editions of 
classic works, sets of serials for current 
use. Concordia has developed its in- 
terlibrary loan service and has joined 
the Center for Research Libraries in 
Chicago which provides the university 
directly with one of the largest research 
collections in the world. Also, in the 
past three years, it has joined some 
basic data banks which supplement, or 
even replace, expensive reference 
works. The outstanding resource is an 
experienced staff, working as a team, 
that endeavours constantly to serve the 
Concordia community.

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The philosophy of Health Services 
has been to provide an individualized 
and comprehensive approach to health 
care including counselling and teaching 
related to physical and mental health. 
Health Services has recognized that 
optimum performance for educational 
goals depends on the degree of wellness 
of the individual. Our responsibility 
has been to provide care and at the 
same time encourage the consumer of 
this service to take responsibility for 
the maintenance of one’s own health. 

Along with the traditional medical 
care, Health Services has offered 
health education, counselling, and 
many services including medicine in 
specialty areas. Outreach programs are 
an integral part of Health Services. The 
annual Health Fair was held March Ist 
and 2nd. Health Services sponsored 
two Hypertension Strolls during the 
year to educate the university com- 
munity about blood pressure; a 
Weedless Wednesday was held as part 
of our non-smoking campaign; and a 
program dealing with contraception 
which included publicity and the film 
““Condom Sense’’. 

This year has seen the inauguration 
of a ‘‘Wellness’’ campaign. A Wellness 
Room within the Health Services of 
Loyola has been set up with equip- 
ment, pamphlets, and books to assist 
the university population in taking 
responsibility for its own health.

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The Arts and Crafts sale originated 
in 1972. It served as an outlet for 
student creativity and for the Dean of 
Students office; it satisfied staff and 
faculty interest in the Arts and Crafts.

Over the years, it has developed an 
excellent reputation for top quality 
crafts and reasonably priced work. 
Such works include pottery, ceramics, 
stained glass, silk flowers, clothing and 
textiles, jewelry, greeting cards and 
tapestries. 

Proceeds have been used to develop 
Arts and Crafts workshops, purchase 
equipment for the Health Centre, the 
Handicap Centre and the Child Care 
Centre. Three scholarship awards or 
prizes of five thousand dollars each 
have been set up. As well, donations 
have been made to the Henry F. Hall 
and the Compton/ Lamb scholarship.

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The music department’s calendar of 
events during the 1982-83 academic 
year was a full one. There were forty- 
four different recitals, seminars, and 
concerts presented free of charge. 
These activities featured performances 
by the Concordia Orchestra and Choir, 
soloists, music classes, ensembles, 
guest artists, faculty, and students. 
Apart from these events, the Con- 

-cordia Chamber Players and Sherman 

Friedland were active in a program of 
chamber music concerts which took 
place at the Loyola Chapel from 
September through March. The music 
department sponsored Jazz Wed- 
nesdays at the Campus Centre. The 
Concordia Jazz Ensembles, under 
directors Charles Ellison, Don Habib, 
and Andrew Homzy, performed 
regularly. The Jazz Wednesdays also 
included improvisational concerts and 
performances by the Concordia 
Faculty Jazz Band and guest jazz 
artists. 

More than eighty evenings of music 
were held at Concordia through the 
year - making this the music depart- 
ment’s busiest and most audible season 
to date. 
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The Lacolle Centre for Educational 
Innovation is an off-campus 
residential facility located forty miles 
south of Montreal. The hundred and 
fifty year old yellow farmhouse oc- 
cupies twenty acres of lawn and 
natural woodlot about four miles 
southwest of Lacolle Village. 

The Centre was established by the 
Loyola Campus of Concordia 
University in 1971, with the stated 
purpose of extending the university 
experience by replacing some of the 
usual restrictions of a classroom setting 
with an informal, shared community. 

This environment is designed to 
promote the development and un- 
derstanding of relationships among 
people, as well as to provide an op- 
portunity to explore new and creative 
approaches to learning. 
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The 1982-1983 academic year of- 
fered increased services, renovated 
facilities of the Handicapped In- 
formation Centre, and an innovative 
Computer Science project for Con- 
cordia’s rapidly growing handicapped 
population. 

Two student information officers, 
Robert Grimaudo and Burkhard 
Gburek, were the staff of the han- 
dicapped Information Centre. They 
gave high priority to direct, personal 
services, volunteer assistance in the 
libraries and accessibility problems. 
Special events and projects of the 
Handicapped Services included: 
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1. Activity Day in January featuring a 
floor hockey game, music and an art 
show. 

2. Special presentation by the Mon- 
treal Association for the Blind on 
eye care and low vision aids at 
Health Fair 783. 

3. Newsclipping service, the 1982 
Revised Guide for the Physically 
Handicapped, the Concordia 
Physically Handicapped brochure, 
and the Handicap Newsletter. 
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Highlighting the year was a 
cooperative project with the Montreal 
Association for the Blind to introduce 
the essential features of computers and 
computing systems to the visually. 
handicapped. This project took the 
form of a 3 credit course taught by 
Professor Radhakrishnan of the 
Computer Science department using an 
IBM Personal Computer adapted with 
speech for Votrax Type and Talk, a 
Versa Braille system and an Osborne 
Computer. This course was followed 
by a series of non-credit tutorials in the 
second term disigned to enable han- 
dicapped students to continue adapting 
computer technology for educational 
and employment uses.

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The 1983 Winter Carnival took place 
at the university from the 28th of 
January until the 5th of February. The 
theme of this week-long extravaganza 
was entitled “‘Snowed Under’’. It was 
organized by the winter carnival 
committee under the auspices of the 
Concordia University Students’ 
Association. 

Such yearly favourites as the Bear’s 
Birthday Party, Ski Day, the afternoon 
pubs, the Car Rally, the Pub Crawl, 
and the Snoball dance at the Queen 
Elizabeth Hotel enabled students to 
abandon their heavy workloads and 
participate in the fun and merriment of 
this seasonal tradition. A Beach Party, 
Comedy Night, Art Show, Pyjama 
Party, Hawaiian Day, and Movie 
Night rounded out the marathon of 
activities. 

Even the weather was cooperative 
this year allowing students to use their 
creative talents to build snow sculp- 
tures in the Quadrangle. And as usual, 
there was beer, beer, and more beer ... 
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While most of the activity in the Hall 
Building takes place from the 12th 
floor down, Hervé de la Fouchardiére 
is busy preparing seedlings and plants 
for exhibition, demonstration and 
research - up in the 13th floor 
greenhouse. He is the technician and 
horticulturalist for the biology 
department. Students of the biology 
and geography departments conduct 
research and experimentation in the 
greenhouse’s temperature-controlled 
compartments. Fine Arts students use 
the greenhouse habitat for inspiration. 

In times of economic restraint, a 
greenhouse is a luxury. To attain some 
sense of autonomy a greenhouse plant 
sale has been set up. This aids in 
alleviating the maintenance costs. In 
the rough-and-tumble concrete world 
of the downtown area, it is a.;wonder to 
step into a flourishing greenhouse - an 
environment filled with tropical and 
semi-tropical plants and trees.

The history of the Concordia 
University Collection of Art and the 
Sir George Williams Art Galleries 
began in the spring of 1962 when 
Montreal businessman, Samuel H. 
Schecter, approached the Department 
of Fine Arts of Sir George Williams 
University with the ‘idea that the 
university should have its own 
collection of art and its own gallery to 
exhibit this collection. Through the 
efforts of Mr. Schecter, a fund was 
established for the purchase of 
Canadian works of art. A number of 
individuals interested in art and the 
university donated money for this 
purpose, and a small nucleus of a 
collection, consisting of six works, was 
first shown to the press at Faculty 
Council in January 1963. From this 
modest beginning, the collection has 
now grown to approximately 1,500 
works of art. 

The collection was first exhibited for 
the benefit of students, faculty 
members and staff in the corridors, 
lounges and classrooms of the 
university buildings. However, a 
permament display area was con- 
structed in the Henry F. Hall Building. 
The galleries were formally opened in a 
ceremony held on 10 December 1966 
by Dr. Jean Sutherland Boggs (then 
director of the National Gallery of 
Canada), with Prof. Edwy Cooke, 
director of the art galleries, presiding. 
The Weissman gallery was officially 
dedicated on 25 October 1969. 

The collection comprises an ex- 
tensive ‘survey of nineteenth and 
twentieth century Canadian art, in- 
cluding paintings, drawings, 
photographs, graphic art, sculptures, 
and decorative art. A portion of the 
permanent collection is exhibited in the 
galleries at least twice a year, and 
works are loaned to other art centres 
for their exhibitions, circulating or 
temporary. Under the guidance of 
former curators Chris Gabriel-Lacki, 
Don Andrus, and the present curator, 
Sandra Paikowsky, the galleries have 
established an extensive and innovative 
exhibition programme.

To the in- 
ternational students and their 
associations we owe our gratitude. 

The new International Centre, 
located on the Sir George Williams 
Campus, offers to all members of the 
Concordia community the chance to 
meet the members of the international 
associations and to discover the world 
from the documents provided in the 
library. 

International students come to 
Canada to learn, but also to teach. For 
this, which they do each day, we thank 
them.

COUNTRY WIFE was given a con- 
temporary treatment by director Ralph 
Allison and costume designer Valerie 
Kaelin. Kaelin’s popular designs 
received much attention and were 
featured in The Gazette’s fashion sec- 
tion. 

The final production was Arthur 
Kopit’s INDIANS which ran from 
April 7-16. The play, set in a Buffalo 
Bill Wild West Show, spawned a circus 
on the mezzanine. Preceding each per- 
formance were such diversions as jug- 
glers, unicyclists, acrobats, gambling, 
fortune-telling, and Mom?’s.
